A number of structurally related metalloproteases [MPs] effect the breakdown of 
structural proteins. These metalloproteases often act on the intercellular matrix, and thus are 
involved in tissue breakdown and remodeling. Such proteins are referred to as metalloproteases 
25 or MPs. There are several different families of MPs, classified by sequence homology. Several 
families of known MPs, as well as examples thereof, are disclosed in the art 

These MPs include Matrix-Meiallo Proteases [MMFs], zinc metalloproteases, many of 
the membrane bound metalloproteases, TNF converting enzymes, angiotensin-converting 
enzymes (ACEs). disiniegrins, including ADAMs (See Wolfsberg et al, 131 J. Cell Bio. 275-78 
October, 1995), and the enkephalinases. Examples of MPs include human skin fibroblast 
collagenase, human skin fibroblast gelatinase, human sputum collagenase, aggrecanse and 
gelatinase, and human stromelysin. Collagenase, stromelysin, aggrecanase and related enzymes 
are thought to be important in mediating the symptomatology of a number of diseases. 



Many potential therapeutic indications of MP inhibitors have been discussed in the 
literature. For example, coronary artery disease affects 57 J million people in the United States, 
alone, annually claiming the lives of approximately one million individuals. The primary 
instigator leading to the characteristic sequalae of coronary artery disease is atherosclerosis.
